Entrance Requirements.
Thc College requires twelve units for en-

trnnee to the Freshman class, allowing con-

dition on two units, these to he made up din¬

ing the first two years. It requires fourteen

(14-) units, .along with other things, to make
a standard college, and Anderson College will
move np to fourteen {14-) units just .as soon

as the course of stud* in the common and

graded schools will justify it. Uy complet¬
ing the A. M. course a student will have done

a little more than the work required in a

standard eollege for the A. Ii. degree.
A suh-eollegiate department is nt present

maintained for the henefit of those who are

not prepared to enter the Freshman class.
